Continuation of 3. NOTE: the new issue is directed to the proposed language reciting the feature of "when the focused position of a first 
observation point stored in the focused position storage device is shifted from the first observation point to a second observation point, 
the focused position detector device sets the search range for the second observation point based on the stored focused position of the 
first observation point". 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the prior art Price 
does not disclose a focused position detector device setting a search range for a second observation point based on the stored focused 
position of the first observation point. Instead, the Applicant continues, Price only teaches a binary search autofocus carried out by 
defining two focus positions and sequentially dividing the range in half to narrow down to the best focus. In response to this argument, 
the Examiner would like to point out that Fig. 4 does in fact show that in step 254 a first observation point (center of the range) is stored 
in a focused position storage device (Fc) and that the focused position is then shifted in step 256 to a second observation point 
(beginning of the range) the second observation point being based on the stored focused position of the first observation point since the 
range is set to some initial value. As such the claims as finally rejected do not distinguish the claimed microscope system from the prior 
art cited . 
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
